Incumbent  Romulus  Com¬ 
munity  School  Board  Presi¬ 
dent  Kenneth  Berlinn  easily 
won  re-election  Monday,  as  lo¬ 
cal  voters  also  added  chal¬ 
lenger  Eva  Webb  to  the  board. 

Webb  will  replace  Sandra  J. 
Langley,  who  decided  earlier 
this  year  not  to  seek  re- 
election. 

The  vote  count  was  Berlinn, 
634;  Webb,  555  amd  Johnnie 
Cofield,  523. 

The  campaign  for  office  this 
spring  had  been  extremely  low 
key,  but  the  turnout  was  higher 
than  usual  because  a  city  ref¬ 
erendum  was  on  the  same  bal¬ 
lot. 

Berlinn,  62,  a  retired  Ford 
Motor  Co.  employee,  has 
served  on  the  board  since  the 
early  1980’s,  except  for  a  brief 
period  earlier-  this  decade 
when  he  lost  one  election. 

He  campaigned  broadly  on 
the  success  of  the  district’s  $45 
million  technology  program 
and  its  recently  created  School 
Compact  that  outlines  the  edu¬ 
cational  roles  of  students,  par- 
ents,  teachers  and 
administrators. 

A  smiling  Berlinn  revealed 
he  “really  worked  hard  for  re- 
election”  this  year  and  offered 
thanks  to  his  family  and 
friends  for  aiding  in  his  cam¬ 
paign.  He  also  “thanked  the  vo¬ 
ters  who  supported  me.” 

Webb,  48,  an  employee  in 
the  City  Clerk’s  office,  sup¬ 
ported  calls  for  televising 
school  board  meetings  and 
stressed  she  favored  efforts 
that  would  give  Romulus  grad¬ 
uates  a  better  chance  to  suc- 
ceed  in  colleges  and 
universities. 

Webb  said  she  is  happy  that

the  district’s  structured  class¬ 
room  programs  in  the  grade 
schools,  but  wished  it  contin¬ 
ued  through  the  senior  high 
school  days. 

Flanked  by  her  daughter, 
Erika,  at  election  results  cen¬ 
ter  Monday  night,  Webb  ini¬ 
tially  appeared  stunned  when 
she  was  told  she  was  the  ap¬ 
parent  winner. 

It  was  the  second  political 
try  for  Webb.  In  the  1980’s  she 
unsuccessfully  ran  for  the  City 
Council. 

Savoring  her  victory  this 
time,  she  exclaimed  emo¬ 
tionally  “I’m  so  greatful  to  my 
daughter,  my  son,  Robert  and  a 
friend,  Mia  Kennedy  for  their 
campaign  efforts  on  my  be¬ 
half.” 

She  also  extended  her 
“thanks  to  all  voters  who  put 
their  trust  in  me.” 

Cofield,  67,  is  a  successful 
mother  of  11  children,  who  all 
graduated  from  Romulus  High 
School.  During  her  time  of  rai¬ 
sing  the  children,  Cofield  re¬ 
veals  that  she  also  earned  her  high 
school  diploma  as  well  as  later

her  Associate  in  Arts  degree 
from  Wayne  County  Commu¬ 
nity  College. 

Cofield  campaigned  by  say¬ 
ing  “if  elected,  I  will  press  for 
more  unity  within  the  commu¬ 
nity  on  school  issues  and  hope 
to  instill  a  new  enthusiasm  for 
school  life  beginning  at  the 
pre-school  level.” 

The  board  will  reorganize 
on  July  14  and  it  is  expected 
that  current  Vice  President  J u- 
lie  Oleszkowicz  will  become 
the  new  president. 

No  major  change  in  school 
policy  or  administration  direc¬ 
tion  is  expected  following 
Monday’s  vote. 

Superintendent  Dr.  William 
Bedell  praised  “the  voters’  de¬ 
cisions  in  returning  the  long 
serving  and  valued  board 
member  Berlinn  and  electing 
the  enthusiastic  Webb.”

New  era  of  4  year 
terms  set  to  begin

The  Romulus  political 
scene  could  begin  a  “new  era” 
this  fall  following  Monday’s 
long  awaited  approval  (by  a 
whopping  64  percent)  of  four 
year  terms  for  its  top  city  elec¬ 
ted  officials. 

The  voters  had  rejected 
such  a  request  several  times  in 
the  past  and  even  City  Council 
members  were  split  on  the  is¬ 
sue  until  a  citizen  petition  was 
filed  with  the  City  Clerk’s  of¬ 
fice  earlier  this  spring. 

The  overwhelming  victory 
in  a  small  turnout  has  to  be 
considered  a  major  plus  for  in- 
cumbent  Mayor  William 
Oakley,  who  argued  that  little 
of  any  substance  could  be  ac¬ 
complished  in  two  years. 

On  Tuesday  morning, 
Oakley  said  he  was  “pleased 
the  way  people  responded”  to 
the  ballot  question. 

In  fact  it  took  Oakley  bet¬ 
ween  six  months  to  a  year  to 
put  together  his  current  ad¬ 
ministration.  Part  of  the  delay 
occurred  because  Oakley  ini¬ 
tially  won  only  by  a  reported 
20  votes  in  1995.  A  recount 
trimmed  that  number  to  13 
votes. 

Other  benefits  of  the  new 
four  year  terms  will  be  a  major 
cost  savings  to  candidates  and 
local  citizens  and  possibly 
even  a  higher  quality  of  candi¬ 
dates  for  mayor,  treasurer,  city 
clerk  and  city  council. 

Two  year  terms  and  low  sal¬ 
aries  have  for  many  years  al¬ 
lowed  incumbents  to  run 
opposed  for  mayor,  treasurer 
and  city  clerk.  This  year  it  ap¬ 
pears  only  City  Clerk  Linda 
Choate  will  be  running  unop¬ 
posed.  Choate  also  filed  for  re- 
election  Monday. 

Two  surprises  also  were  re¬ 
corded  Monday  as  former  City 
Councilman  Ellis  Pennington 
pulled  petitions  in  a  plan  to 
run  for  mayor  and  Pam  Kersey, 
deputy  city  clerk,  has  pulled 
petitions  to  run  for  city  trea-

surer.  If  Pennington  and  Ker¬ 
sey  file  by  next  Tuesday 
primaries  will  be  held  for 
mayor  and  treasurer. 

With  the  extremely  sunny 
and  warm  temperatures  blos¬ 
soming  throughout  Romulus 
on  Monday,  the  expected  1,500 
voters  were  scaled  down  to 
1,141  (many  coming  in  the  wan¬ 
ing  hours  of  the  evening). 

It  was  expected  that  the  city 
referendum  backers  would 
have  to  overcome  a  large  defi¬ 
cit  from  absentee  ballot  voters, 
but  that  proved  to  be  totally 
false.  Even  the  absentee  voters 
strongly  backed  the  referen¬ 
dum  by  a  189-128  ratio. 

In  fact  the  ballot  question 
won  in  all  precincts  except  in 
the  15th  where  it  lost  26-14,  the 
9th  by  a  vote  of  14-11  and  in  the 
8th,  where  it  lost  only  by  one 
vote,  22-21.  All  the  vote  totals 
are  currently  unofficial. 

The  Monday  voting  date  ob¬ 
viously  confused  some  (since 
most  elections  are  held  on 
Tuesday).  But  some  citizens, 
who  came  to  Romulus  City 
Hall  for  other  reasons, 
stumbled  across  the  open  vot¬ 
ing  booths  and  were  able  to 
vote  anyway. 

City  political  watchers  were 
waiting  to  see  if  the  four-year 
terms  would  make  a  last  min¬ 
ute  scramble  to  file  before  the 
deadline  June  17. 

As  of  Monday  three  incum¬ 
bent  City  Council  members 
had  not  filed  for  re-election. 
They  are  Jimmie  Raspberry, 
Mary  Collins  and  Randolph 
Gear.

A  similar  police  check  oc¬ 
curred  on  May  31st  on  the  sec¬ 
ondary  roads  in  Romulus  and 
Van  Buren,  while  Michigan 
State  Police  worked  the  I-94/I- 
275  freeways. 

At  that  time  police  nabbed 
four  alleged  drunken  drivers. 
They  also  issued  68  tickets  for 


speeding,  10  for  seatbelt  viola¬ 
tions  and  20  more  for  various 
other  offenses. 

In  addition,  Painter  re¬ 
vealed,  68  persons  were  given 
warnings  for  multiple  viola¬ 
tions. 

Police  overtime  costs  are 
being  paid  for  via  funds  from 
the  OHSP  grant,  Painter  said. 
Fourteen  other  area  commu¬ 
nities  with  high  serious  and 
fatal  accident  ratios  based  on 
drinking/driving  cases  were 
awarded  similar  grants.

A  piece  of  history  was  cre¬ 
ated  last  Friday  in  the  34th 
District  Court  of  Romulus,  as 
an  in-house  trial  was  inter- 
rrupted  briefly  so  that  Judge 
Henry  Zaborowski  could  con¬ 
duct  the  district’s  first  cross¬ 
country  video  arraignment. 

Court  Administrator  Russ 
Franzen  revealed  that  the 
video  arraignment  between 
Tucson,  Ariz.  and  Romulus 
was  set  up  to  save  the  Michi¬ 
gan  State  Police  and  34th  Dis¬ 
trict  Court  several  thousands 
of  dollars  and  eliminate  the 
need  to  fly  the  defendant  to 
Romulus  and  then  back  to  Ari¬ 
zona. 

Because  of  the  fact  the  ar¬ 
rested  person  was  the  middle 
of  a  multi-  million  dollar  drug 
transaction  and  lives  were  at 
stake,  the  state  police  asked 
that  the  Arizona  prisoner’s 
name  not  be  printed  at  this 
time. 

A  warrant  had  been  issued 
for  the  defendant  last  March  5 
for  (1)  conspiracy  to  deliver  a 
large  quantity  of  marijuana 
plants  and  for  the  (2)  delivery 
of  said  marijuana  plants  to  a 
Belleville  area  customer. 

While  hunting  for  the  sus¬ 
pect,  it  was  discovered  he  was 
incarcerated  in  Arizona.  Assis¬ 
tant  Wayne  County  Prosecutor 
Michael  King  said  the  drug 
sales  network  crossed  the  U.S. 
via  the  following  states:  Michi¬ 


gan,  Colorado,  Texas,  Califor¬ 
nia,  Arizona  and  Utah. 

It  is  believed  the  marijuana 
plants  were  grown  in  Texas  or 
Mexico. 

A  local  trial  was  inter¬ 
rupted  shortly  after  2  p.m.  last 
Friday.  The  jury  was  briefly 
excused,  but  the  rest  of  those 
in  the  courtroom  were  allowed 
to  view  the  historical  proceed¬ 
ings. 

Despite  a  four  second  sound 
delay,  the  technology  linking 
the  two  law  enforcement  units 
went  flawlessly.  The  local 
court  video  screen  showed  a 
split  vision,  with  the  prisoner 
and  State  Police  Sgt.  Ray 
Hagen  on  the  left  and 
Zaborowski  on  the  right.

Casino  controversy  continyes

Three  area  state  legislators 
deplored  the  slowness  in  the 
state’s  implementation  of  the 
three  voter  approved  Detroit 
area  casinos  last  week,  when 
they  spoke  out  at  the  Westland 
Chamber  of  Commerce’s 
spring  legislative  breakfast. 

State  Rep.  Thomas  Kelly  (D- 
Wayne)  explained  that  unfor¬ 
tunately  there  were  no  state 
regulations  set  to  go  into  effect 
when  statewide  voters  ap¬ 
proved  the  Proposal  E  referen¬ 
dum  last  year. 

He  said  that  a  regulation  void 
occurred  because  few  in  Lans¬ 
ing  expected  voter  approval  of 
casinos.  There  is  a  “lot  of  non¬ 
sense  going  on  in  Lansing  right 
now,  since  many  want  to  de¬ 
stroy  the  casinos  before  they 
get  off  the  ground.” 

State  Sen.  Loren  Bennett  (R- 
Canton)  admitted  that  he  ini¬ 
tially  was  opposed  to  the 
Metro  area  casinos,  but  has 
since  found  it  is  the  will  of  the 
people  to  have  such  gaming  fa¬ 
cilities  in  Detroit. 

He  has  urged  his  fellow  leg¬ 
islators  not  to  “impede  the  will 
of  the  people”  and  have  the 
state  gaming  regulations  in 
place  in  a  timely  fashion. 

State  Rep.  Eileen  DeHart 
(D-Westland)  reminded  those 
at  the  breakfast  that  $1  million 
in  gaming  dollars  is  going 
across  the  U.S. -Canadian  bor¬ 
der  each  day  that  the  local  ca¬ 
sinos  are  delayed. 

She  said  some  state  casino 
commissioners  are  dragging 
their  feet  to  give  anti-casino 
forces  a  chance  to  override 
last  year’s  Proposal  E  decision. 

John  Mecartney,  president 
of  Michigan  Citizens  Against 
Casino  Gambling,  admits  that 
such  an  effort  to  overturn  Pro¬ 
posal  E  is  in  the  offing  next 
year.

Mecartney  said  plans  now

The  coalition  plans  to  hire  a 
professional  fund  raiser  this 
time,  Mecartney  said,  but  ad¬ 
mits  that  the  effort  will  never 
be  able  to  match  the  dollars 
that  pro-casino  forces  will  be 
able  to  put  forward. 

The  anti-casino  themes  this 
time  will  focus  on  the  claims 
that  casinos  destroy  local  busi¬ 
nesses  and  raise  rates  of  spou¬ 
sal  and  family  abuse. 

Mecartney  warned  that  dol¬ 
lars  spent  at  casino  tables 
never  get  to  be  used  to  buy 
family  related  products  or  ser¬ 
vices  and  that  in  recent  years 
family  violence  related  to  ca¬ 
sino  gambling  has  risen  in 
places  like  Deadwood,  S.D.  by 
up  to  80  percent.

1995  women  made  up  55  per¬ 
cent  of  the  gambling  popula¬ 
tion  compared  to  only  five 
percent  20  years  ago. 

Hours  after  the  Westland 
Chamber  breakfast,  members 
of  the  Michigan  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives’  Oversight  and 
Ethics  Committee  (including 
DeHart)  adopted  bills  that 
would  require  the  state’s  Gam¬ 
ing  Control  Board  to  utilize  the 
Attorney  General,  Michigan 
State  Police  and  Department 
of  the  Treasury  in  conducting 
background  reviews  of  poten¬ 
tial  licensees.  N 

The  bills  also  give  the  Gam¬ 
ing  Control  Board  strong  over¬ 
sight  and  enforcement  author¬ 
ity  including  the  ability  to  in¬ 
vestigate  .casino  operations, 
search  casino  property  and 
even  if  needed  to  confiscate 
casino  records  and  equipment. 

The  committee  also  recom¬ 
mended  that  2-7  year  prison 
terms  (the  strongest  such  pen¬ 
alties  in  the  nation)  be  invoked 
when  casino  operators  or  pa¬ 
trons  engage  in  illegal  activ¬ 
ities.

Seniors  can 

With  the  high  cost  of  pre¬ 
scriptions  these  days,  senior 
citizens  often  find  themselves 
strapped  for  a  way  to  pay  for 
them.  The  Wayne  County  Of¬ 
fice  on  Aging  now  has  a  pro¬ 
gram  designed  to  help  older 
persons  pay  for  prescriptions 
in  an  emergency. 

The  office,  located  in  West- 
land,  has  been  selected  as  one 
of  several  sites  for  the  program 
called  the  Michigan  Emer¬ 
gency  Pharmaceutical  Pro¬ 
gram  for  Seniors  (MEPPS). 


This  program  provides  emer¬ 
gency  prescription  assistance  for 
persons  age  65  and  older 
who  meet  the  income  criteria. 
Intake  workers  help  seniors 
fill  out  the  application  forms. 
(Special  authorization  may  be 
required  for  some  prescrip¬ 
tions). 

“Seniors  shouldn’t  have  to 
decide  between  filling  a  pre¬ 
scription  or  buying  food,  ’  says 
Edward  H.  McNamara,  Wayne 
County  Executive.  “This  pro¬ 
gram  will  helo  so  many  in 


need.” 

Interested  seniors  must 
make  an  appointment  at  the 
Office  on  Aging  (there  are  sev¬ 
eral  other  MEPPS  intake  loca¬ 
tions  around  Wayne  County). 
Bring  the  following  informa¬ 
tion  with  you:  Social  Security 
number,  birth  date,  proof  of  in¬ 
come  and  prescriptions  or  re¬ 
fill  bottles.

Where  were 
voters  Monday? 

One  lesson  provided  from  the  June  9  school  elec¬ 
tions  is  that  residents  may  be  quick  to  criticize  the 
schools  for  their  shortcomings,  but  their  unhappi¬ 
ness  won’t  necessarily  motivate  them  to  vote. 

In  the  past,  one  could  use  the  excuse  that  it  was 
too  rainy  or  too  cool  to  go  to  the  polls.  On  the  con¬ 
trary,  Monday  was  one  of  the  most  pleasant  days  that 
Western  Wayne  County  has  experienced  this  season 
—  a  day  that  one  would  expect  crowds  at  the  polls. 

A  heated  race  between  Ralph  Nodwell  and 
Charles  Turvey  in  the  Van  Buren  School  District 
prompted  a  fair  turnout  of  voters,  with  Nodwell  re¬ 


ceiving  1,421  votes  and  Turvey,  1,124.  In  addition,  a 
six-way  race  in  Wayne-Westland  garnered  1,047  votes 
for  the  top  vote-getter  Ed  Turner  and  725  votes  for 
the  runner-up.  Roland  Thomas  Jr’s  return  to  the  Ply- 
mouth-Canton  School  District  gave  him  1,404  votes. 

In  neighboring  Huron  Township,  an  18-mill  re¬ 
newal  was  passed  by  a  209-89  vote  and  Romulus 
elected  its  two  school  board  trustees  with  634  and 
555  votes. 

The  numbers  just  don’t  add  up  when  one  com¬ 
pares  them  to  the  population  of  the  communities 
and  to  the  number  of  registered  voters. 

Apparently,  the  time  is  always  right  to  criticize  the 
schools  and  their  administrations,  but  the  time  to 
elect  someone  to  help  solve  the  critical  issues  facing 
the  schools  is  not 


Issue  defeats 
board  president 

Wayne-Westland  School  Board  President  Patricia 
Brown  may  have  been  defeated  by  citizens  angry 
over  an  issue,  but  not  the  one  that  she  has  credited 
with  her  trouncing  at  the  polls. 

Although  there  has  been  a  brouhaha  following 
the  publication  of  an  anti-gay  flier  aimed  at  her,  most 
of  the  criticism  that  we  have  heard  regarded  the 
controversy  over  the  re-naming  of  the  Walker  Ele¬ 
mentary  School  to  honor  former  principal  and  board 
member  FYancis  Winter-" 

The  re-naming  of  the  school  as  Walker-Winter, 
without  allowing  the  parents  of  its  students  and  area 
residents  to  express  their  views  on  the  naming, 
caused  more  dissension  within  the  district  than  ini¬ 
tially  believed. 

Winter  is  a  popular  educator  and  the  animosity 
was  not  directed  at  him,  but  at  the  manner  in  which 
the  re-naming  was  done.  Many  citizens  felt  that,  be¬ 
cause  the  school  is  located  in  Canton  Township,  the 
name  should  reflect  the  history  of  the  community  as 
“Walker-Sheldon.” 

Fbr  valid  reasons,  many  individuals  do  not  favor 
the  naming  of  school  buildings  after  living  persons. 
As  history  tells  us,  today’s  hero  may  lose  some  of  his

The  goal  is  to  unite  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
small  businesses  and  their  millions  of  employees  un¬ 
der  the  banner  Small  Business  Works  for  America 
The  small-business  community  will  have  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  proudly  display  this  logo  in  their  windows, 
on  their  stationery  and  in  their  local  newspaper  ad¬ 
vertising.  The  logo  is  a  sign  that  this  business  is  local¬ 
ly  owned  and  operated. 

The  NFTB  effort  will  tell  all  Americans  the  vital 
role  small  business  plays  in  the  life  of  our  nation. 
For  example,  America  should  know  that  nearly  90 
percent  of  all  U.S.  businesses  have  fewer  than  20 
employees,  and  more  than  99  percent  employ  fewer 
than  500.  How  many  people  are  aware  that  Ameri¬ 
can  small  business  ranks  as  the  world’s  third  great¬ 
est  economic  power?  It’s  a  fact  U.S.  small  business 
trails  only  the  United  States  (overall)  and  Japan  as  a 
world-class  economic  power  house. 

Since  the  early  1970s,  small  business  has  been  the 
largest  job  generator  in  America  During  the  last  re¬ 
cession,  firms  employing  fewer  than  20  people  ac¬ 
counted  for  all  job  growth.  Businesses  of  all  other 


or  her  luster  in  the  future,  and  the  image  could  be 
tarnished.

In  the  past  Brown  has  come  under  fire  for  being 
too  brisk  with  citizens  who  questioned  the  board’s 
policies  and  decisions.  Those  who  attended  meet¬ 
ings  with  the  goal  of  expressing  their  opinions,  came 
away  angered  that  their  statements  were  cut  off  or 
that  they  were  answered  without  the  respect  and 
courtesy  they  felt  was  their  due. 

Perhaps,  the  answer  to  the  voters’  ousting  of  the 
Wayne-Westland  School  Board  president  was  simply 
a  matter  of  wanting  to  elect  trustees  who  will  repre¬ 
sent  them  fairly  and  honestly  and  treat  them  with 
dignity 

We  do  not  deny  that  there  are  residents  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  who  are  anti-homosexual  and  that  some  of  them 
fear  the  introduction  of  materials  into  the  schools 
that  they  consider  promotes  that  lifestyle,  but  from 
what  we  hear,  that  was  not  the  main  issue  at  hand 
when  voters  went  to  the  polls  on  Monday.

Discipline  needed 

To  the  editor 

We  sure  love  our  kids  and 
grand  kids,  don’t  we?  We  always 
want  the  best  for  them,  making 
sure  they  are  careful  crossing 
streets,  dressing  properly  for  the 
weather,  etc.  We  guide  them  as 
much  as  we  can.  We  see  to  it  that 
their  needs  are  met  We  often  go 
over  and  above  their  needs  to 
treat  them  specially,  since  we  love 
them. 

There  comes  a  point  however, 
when  we  can  give  too  much,  and 
it  tends  to  spoil  the  kids.  We  give 
them  more  because  we  want  to  be 
their  ‘pal’  or  ‘friend’.  Notice  that  I 
said  “We  want”.  Are  we  afraid  to 
draw  the  line  with  kids  because 
they  may  think  ill  of  us?  Their 
best  interest  must  supersede  our 
wants.  If  they  receive  any  less 
than  they  get  presently,  does  that 
mean  we  love  them  less  too?  I 
think  that  all  too  often  we  are  the 
ones  who  are  afraid  of  rejection 
by  the  kids.  Who  is  raising 
whom??  Don’t  adults  have 
enough  life  experience  to  know 
more  than  their  children  about 
what  is  right  or  wrong,  good  or 
bad  for  you,  needs  from  wants?  In 
other  words,  let’s  not  turn  to  mush 
every  time  someone  says  “it’s  for 
the  children”.  Let’s  keep  our 
heads  on  straight  and  not  let  guilt 
influence  our  common  sense. 
Schools  cannot  give  kids  the  love 
and  attention  they  lack  in  the 
home.  Sure,  teachers  can  be  very 
special  to  kids,  but  there  must  be 
discipline  in  the  school  as  well  as 
the  home. 

Discipline:  for  some,  it  evokes 
images  of  punishment;  for  others, 
self-control.  Yet,  to  love  somebody 
without  disciplining  them  is  not 
love  at  all. 

I  say  all  of  this  in  order  to  em¬ 
phasize  the  following:  When  your 
child  receives  an  allowance  for 
chores  around  the  house,  and 
those  chores  become  progressive¬ 
ly  sloppier,  wasteful  or  not  done  at 
all,  do  you  increase  the  al¬ 
lowance?

I  hope  by  now  that  you’ve  seen 
the  parallel  between  kids  and  our 
school  district  With  the  contin¬ 
ued  increases  in  “allowance”,  and 
decline  in  quality  of  “chores”  over 
many,  many  years,  don’t  you  think 
a  little  discipline  is  in  order?  Ac¬ 
cording  to  the  president  we  need 
to  pay  “volunteers”  to  teach  third 
graders  to  read.  Do  we  need  com¬ 
puters  for  kids  that  can’t  read?? 

I’m  40  years  old,  and  my  grade 
school  classes  were  typically  47 
students,  high  school  about  35.  A 
present  day  class  with  30  students 
should  not  be  a  hardship,  if  dis¬ 
rupters  were  disciplined. 

Let’s  quit  spending  beyond  our 
means  (on  wants)  and  return  to 
needs.  With  an  allotment  of  over 
$6000  per  student,  and  a  teacher 
salary  of  $40,000,  and  30  students 
per  class,  where  is  the  other 
$140,000  per  class,  per  year  going? 
I’m  voting  for  Chuck  Turvey  to 
bring  accountability  and  common 
sense  back  to  the  school  board. 

PS.  Try  substituting  Voters’  for

Ban  exotic  pets

Here’s  hoping  Michigan  law¬ 
makers  do  the  right  thing  and  ban 
private  ownership  of  wolf  hybrids, 
big  cats,  primates,  and  other  exot¬ 
ic  “pets”.  Flew  people  know  what 
to  expect  when  they  bring  these 
animals  into  their  homes 

For  example,  pot-bellied  pigs, 
touted  by  breeders  as  growing  to 
be  no  larger  than  40  pounds,  often 
top  the  scales  at  200  pounds  or 
more.  Ninety  percent  of  all 
snakes,  lizards,  turtles,  and  other 
reptiles  carry  salmonella  bacte¬ 
ria,  putting  people  —  especially 


young  children  —  at  risk  of  seri¬ 
ous  illness.  Cute  baby  tigers  and 
cougars  grow  up  to  be  dangerous 
animals  who  can  maul — or  kill  — 
in  an  instant;  earlier  this  month, 
USA  Today  reported  that  a  Texas 
man  was  hospitalized  after  being 
attacked  by  his  tiger 

Of  course,  most  owners  of  exot¬ 
ic  animals  will  never  face  such 
problems,  because  their  “pets” 
will  be  dead  in  a  matter  of  weeks. 
According  to  animal  shelter 
sources,  60  percent  of  all  exotic 
animals  die  within  the  first  month 
of  ownership;  of  the  remainder, 
20  percent  will  die  within  the  first 
year,  and  only  10  percent  will  still 
be  alive  by  the  end  of  the  second 
year. 

Readers  who  want  to  share 
their  homes  with  a  companion 
animal  should  bypass  breeders 
and  “designer  pets”  and  head 
straight  for  the  local  Humane  So¬ 
ciety  instead.  Millions  of  wonder¬ 
ful  animals  in  shelters  across  the 
country  are  literally  dying  to  be 
someone’s  friend.

He  is  proud  of  the  many  ac¬ 
tivities  which  are  now  taking 
place  at  St.  Mary’s  including 
the  development  of  a 
computer  lab  in  the  school; 
outreach  programs  in  the  com¬

munity,  such  as  an  expanded 
St.  Vincent  dePaul;  AIDS  and 
Grief  Support  groups;  Be- 
frienders  one-on-one;  Project: 
Angel  Tree;  Christmas  Toy 
Drive;  small  prayer  groups  of 
five  or  six  people;  the  choirs 
which  have  grown  in  stature 
and  ability  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Richard  Schneider;  the 
exciting  possibility  of  a  new 
activity  center,  the  updated 


buildings  and  the  Peace  Bell. 

Growing  up  on  Detroit’s 
west  side,  he  thought  about  be¬ 
ing  a  priest  since  the  seventh 
grade.  He  attended  Sacred 
Heart  Seminary  where  one  of 
his  favorite  teachers  was  Fa¬ 
ther  Bill  Cunningham,  who 
taught  English.  (Father  Bill  is 
best  remembered  for  his  work 
with  Project  Hope.) 

The  Army  had  a  need  for  a 
Catholic  presence  so  Father 
Ray  joined  the  Army  Reserves 
in  1985  and  presently  is  a  ma¬ 
jor.  He  spends  two  weeks  away 
at  camp  with  the  Army  each 
summer  and  is  one  of  four 
Catholic  chaplains  in  the  state. 

“I  thought  I  should  do  my 
part,”  he  answered  when 
asked  why  he  joined  the  Army. 

Known  for  his  sense  of 
humor,  he  said  it  comes  from 
his  parents.  They  both  turned 
79  this  year.  He  has  four  sisters 
and  one  brother  and  family 
members  all  live  in  the  area:

Get  life  together  in  early  years

Richard  Thau  and  Jay 
Heflin  believe  that  one  must 
get  his  or  her  life  together  by 
the  age  of  30  in  order  to  be  set 
for  the  remainder  of  their 
lives,  and  they  are  sharing  that 
message  with  the  “20-  some¬ 
things”  who  may  not  have  got¬ 
ten  it  together. 

Thau  and  Heflin  wrote  a 
book  to  provide  some  guide¬ 
lines,  titled,  Get  it  Together  By 
30,  which  was  inspired  by  the 
words  of  Haverford  College 
professor  Paul  Jefferson  who 
they  quoted  as  saying,  “If  you 
get  your  act  together  by  the 
time  you’re  30,  you’ll  be  set  for 
the  rest  of  your  life.” 

Thau,  who  visited  Wayne  re¬ 
cently  on  a  book  tour,  noted 
that  the  title  didn’t  suggest  that 
one  should  be  rich  by  the  age 
of  30,  but  rather  one  would  be 
on  his  or  her  way  to  having  a 
successful  career  trajectory 
that  might  lead  them  to  fame, 
riches  or  whatever  their  goal 
might  be. 

“My  presumption  is  that  a 
lot  of  people  start  their  ca¬ 
reers  off  incorrectly  and  never 
have  a  chance  to  get  it  together 
at  all,  let  alone  by  30.  They 
don’t  take  advantage  of  ob¬ 
vious  opportunities;  they  ne¬ 
glect  the  small  details  that 
impress  others;  and  they  lack 
the  necessary  confidence  to 
get  ahead,”  Thau  said.  “So 
when  30  rolls  around  they’re 
nowhere  near  where  they 
should  be. 

Obviously,  the  question  to 
pose  to  Thau  is:  Where  and 
when  should  they  start  their 
quest  for  success? 

First,  identify  your  pas¬ 
sions,  the  author  said. 

“Remember  the  wisdom  of 
the  old  maxim,  ‘Do  what  you 
love  and  the  money  will  fol¬ 
low.’  Sometimes  one  can  com¬ 
bine  two  or  three  interests  into 
a  career,”  he  said.  I  know  of  a 
man  who  put  three  of  his  inter¬ 
ests  together  and  has  made  a 
successful  career  of  them.  His 
interests  were  medicine, 
sports  and  kids,  and  he  is  now 
a  pediatrician  specializing  in 
sports-related  medical  prob¬ 
lems  related  to  children.” 

Thau  noted  that  everyone 
cannot  be  as  fortunate  to  be 
able  to  match  all  of  his  or  her 
interests  in  one  career.  How¬ 
ever,  by  pinpointing  one’s  in¬ 
terests,  careers  related  to

them  can  be  identified. 

“Have  an  honest  discussion 
with  yourself  about  your  ca¬ 
reer  goals,”  Thau  said.  “Life  is 
too  short  to  have  a  job  that  you 
hate.” 

When  talking  to  four  “under 
30s”  at  Michigan  Community 
Newspapers,  Thau  emphasized 
the  importance  of  networking. 
He  noted  that  at  least  80  per¬ 
cent  of  all  jobs  in  the  full-time 
sector  are  secured  through 
someone  knowing  someone 
else. 

Thau  advised  young  people 
to  pass  out  business  cards  to 
everyone  with  whom  they 
come  in  contact  -  sooner  or 
later  someone  with  whom 
you’ve  exchanged  business 
cards  will  be  helpful  in  open¬ 
ing  a  career  door. 

“On  my  desk,  I  keep  two 
Rolodexes,  one  for  the  first 
half  of  the  alphabet  and  the 
other  for  the  second  --  that’s 
how  many  business  cards  I’ve 
amassed  over  the  years.  When 
I  started  working  after  college, 
my  boss  sent  me  to  a  luncheon 
with  these  explicit  instruc¬ 
tions.  Meet  as  many  people  as 
possible,  and  get  a  business 
card  from  each  one.  I  came 
back  with  five  or  six,  and  that’s 
how  I  started  my  Rolodex,” 
Thau  said.  “The  significance  of 
growing  your  Rolodex  is  that  it 
gives  you  power  in  the  mar¬ 
ketplace.  Soon  you  become 
known  as  a  person  who  knows 
everyone,  and  you  are  there¬ 
fore  quite  valuable  to  all  the 
people  in  your  sphere.  People 
will  want  you  because  you 
bring  not  only  your  own  vari¬ 
ety  of  talents  but  also  a  wealth 
of  contacts  who  can  enhance 


their  business.” 

He  noted  that  many  young 
people  miss  the  opportunity  of 
using  the  parents  of  their 
friends  as  business  contacts 
because  they  feel  awkward  or 
embarrassed  to  do  so. 

“If  you  are  able  to  use  some¬ 
one’s  name  in  a  letter  or  in  a 
conversation,  it  is  a  signal  that 
you  know  people  and  that  con¬ 
nection  may  give  you  the  op¬ 
portunity  for  an  interview  that 
otherwise  might  not  be 
granted,”  Thau  said.  “It  cre¬ 
ates  a  different  impression 
when  you  write,  ‘John  Doe  sug¬ 
gested  that  I  contact  you,’  than 
‘I’m  interested  in  interviewing 
for  a  position.’” 

For  those  still  in  high  school 
or  college,  Thau  encourages 
them  to  find  an  internship,  or 
temporary  work. 

Interns  are  usually  students 
working  in  business  environ¬ 
ments,  which  enable  them  to 
gain  hands-on  experience  in 
the  career  of  their  choice.  Usu¬ 
ally,  internships  are  three 
months  (one  semester)  and  the 
student  may  earn  college 
credits  instead  of  money  or 
may  be  paid  a  small  salary. 

“An  internship  will  let  you 
know  whether  or  not  you  are 
suited  to  your  career  of 
choice,”  Thau  said.  “One  of  the 
major  benefits  could  be  find¬ 
ing  out  that  is  not  what  you 
want  to  do  -  it  saves  the  stu¬ 
dent  from  choosing  an  unsuita¬ 
ble  career.  He  can  intern  in 
another  field  before  entering

the  job  market.” 

On  the  positive  side,  a  suc¬ 
cessful  internship  can  provide 
the  student  with  experience  in 
his  field,  a  network  of  business 
connections,  and  an  “in”  to  be¬ 
ing  hired  full-time  by  the  firm 
after  graduation. 

To  get  an  internship  one 
should  have:  a  positive  atti¬ 
tude,  friendly  personality, 
deep  interest  in  the  corpora¬ 
tion’s  causes  or  products,  ex¬ 
tracurricular  activities, 
flexibility  with  time  available, 
mature  thinking,  an  eagerness 


to  help  others  and  the  ability 
to  work  for  little  or  no  pay,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Thau. 

Working  as  a  temporary  em¬ 
ployee  (temp)  can  also  the 
worker  with  business  connec¬ 
tions  and  experience.  Some 
temporary  workers  are  hired 
as  full-time  employees  when 
they  prove  their  worth  to  the 
company. 

On  the  other  side  of  the 
coin,  temporary  work  can  also 
help  an  individual  sort  out 
what  he  wants  to  do  or  doesn’t 
want  to  do  without  jumping 
from  job  to  job. 

“Someone  who  frequently 
changes  their  job  gives  a  nega¬ 
tive  impression,  unless  the 
changes  show  an  upward 
course,  or  at  least,  a  pattern  of 
improvement  from  job  to  job. 
Employers  are  wary  of  those 
who  change  jobs  often  with  a 
valid  reason,”  he  said. 

The  authors  also  provide 
the  Golden  Rule(s)  of  the  Of¬ 
fice  for  everyone  -  under  or 
over  30  -  who  need  guidance 
in  their  contacts  with  fellow 
employees  and  managers. 

The  Golden  Rules  are: 

•  Think  of  the  other  person’s 
needs 

•  Respect  everyone’s  time 

•  Communicate  to  others 
what  your  needs  are 

•  Treat  everyone  like  a  cli¬ 
ent 

»  Be  responsible  for  your 
work 

•  Suggest  answers  to  any 
problems  you  bring  up 

•  Be  responsible  for  your  ac¬ 


tions  and  those  of  your  subor¬ 
dinates.  In  other  words  “don’t 
pass  the  buck.” 

•  Avoid  office  gossip  at  all 
costs 

•  Go  directly  to  the  source 
when  you  disagree  with  some¬ 
thing 

•  Take  advice  from  everyone 
-  not  just  your  superiors 

•  Never  take  someone  for 
granted 

They  also  list  the  causes  of 
poor  time  management,  which 
can  severely  cripple  one’s  abil¬ 
ity  to  go  a  good  job:  working 
without  a  plan,  not  delegating, 
failing  to  control  interrup¬ 
tions,  refusing  to  say  no  to  any¬ 
thing,  trying  to  perfect  every 
detail  (when  the  project 
doesn’t  merit  that  amount  of 
time  and  attention)  and  not 
stopping  to  see  how  your  plan 
is  coming  along  and  work  on 
adjustments  that  need  to  be 
made  to  better  its  progress. 

In  their  book,  Thau  and 
Heflin  guide  the  reader 
through  resume  writing,  cover 
letters,  personal  interviews, 
the  computer  revolution  in  the 
workplace  and  building  a  ca¬ 
reer  electronically. 

The  four  young  MCN  em¬ 
ployees  noted  that  the  advice 
from  Thau  went  beyond  the 
job  search  techniques  they 
had  studied  in  school  and  that 
it  provided  them  with  new  in¬ 
sights  into  getting  ahead,  espe¬ 
cially  with  networking  skills. 

All  hope  to  be  on  the  right 
track  before  the  dreaded  30 
deadline.

A  psychiatric  clairvoyant 
seems  to  be  a  contradiction  in 
terms,  but  Judith  Orloff  has 
successfully  combined  her 
psychic  abilities  with  her  prac¬ 
tice. 

Her  book,  Second  Sight  tells 
her  personal  story  and  also  ex¬ 
plains  how  she  uses  her  natu¬ 
ral  psychic  abilities  in  her 
treatment. 

For  the  past  year  Orloff  has 
been  on  a  national  speaking 
tour,  and  consequently  has 
had  contact  with  many  people 
who  want  her  professional 
help. 

“I  have  2,000  people  on  a 
waiting  list,  and  I  need  to  be 
able  to  refer  them  to  someone. 
My  job  now  is  to  train  others  to 
do  what  I  do,”  said  Orloff  dur¬ 
ing  her  visit  to  Wayne  recently. 

Orloff  believes  that  many  in¬ 
dividuals  can  develop  their 
psychic  abilities  by  tapping 
into  their  latent  abilities 
through  meditation.  Rather 
than  psychic  ability  being  a 
rare  gift,  Orloff  believes  many 
individuals  have  the  potential 
to  develop  a  sixth  sense. 

“Some  were  born  with  it. 
Others  can  awaken  it,”  she 
said. 

Orloff  uses  her  psychic  abil¬ 
ities  to  enable  her  to  get  infor- 
mation  about  patients’ 
childhood,  health,  relation¬ 
ships,  careers,  and  to  uncover 


stumbling  blocks  to  their  treat¬ 
ment. 

One  of  the  experiences  that 
had  a  profound  effect  on  Orloff 
was  when  she  had  a  premoni¬ 
tion  that  a  patient  was  going  to 
commit  suicide.  Within  a  few 
days,  the  patient  took  an  over¬ 
dose  of  pills  and  ended  up  in 
an  intensive  car  unit  of  a  hos¬ 
pital  where  she  remained  in  a 
coma  for  many  weeks.  Later, 
when  the  mother  of  a  patient 
told  her  that  her  daughter  was 
in  trouble,  Orloff  told  the  wo¬ 
man  to  follow  her  hunch.  She 
sent  to  the  daughter’s  home 
and  found  her  unconscious 
from  an  overdose  of  pills  and 
alcohol. 

Orloff  is  a  believer  in  psy¬ 
chic  healing  and  describes  it 
as  “the  ability  to  look  into 
someone  intuitively  and  sense 
areas  that  need  healing. 

“Imparting  energy  through 
the  hands  can  benefit  the  pa¬ 
tient  spiritually,  psycho¬ 
logically  or  physically,”  Orloff 
said.  “I’ve  seen  dramatic  turn¬ 
abouts  in  the  patient’s  physical 
health  and  overall  inner  state 
of  peace  as  well  as  what  seems 
to  be  increased  functioning  of 
the  immune  system  and  the  ca¬ 
pacity  to  relax. 

“I  believe  that  prayer  is  a 
powerful  psychic  vehicle  that 
can  promote  healing  and,  if 
need  be,  help  people  die  more 
peacefully.  I  believe  in  protec¬ 
tive  spirits  that  are  around  us, 
some  of  which  may  be  de¬ 


parted  loved  ones  or  guardian 
spirits  that  come  to  help  us  in 
our  lives.  We  have  to  be  physi¬ 
cally  open  to  them.  As  the  new 
millennium  nears,  people  re¬ 
alize  that  there’s  a  great  need 
on  the  planet  for  healing.  To 
combat  the  misery  in  the 
world,  we  have  to  summon  the 
incredible  inner  resources 
each  of  us  has,  including  mak¬ 
ing  contact  with  our  protective 
spiritual  influences,”  Orloff 
said. 

The  American  Psychiatric 
Association  has  defined  any¬ 
thing  psychic  -  clairvoyance, 
telepathy  or  sixth  sense  -  as  a 
sign  of  mental  disorder,  which 
puts  her  at  odds  with  the  medi¬ 
cal  establishment. 

Throughout  her  childhood 
and  adolescence,  Orloff  knew 
she  had  psychic  abilities  but 
was  reluctant  to  reveal  them. 
Her  parents,  successful  Bev¬ 
erly  Hills  physicians,  urged 
her  to  keep  quiet  about  her 
predictions. 

However,  in  conversations 


with  her  mother  she  learned 
that  many  women  in  her  family 
were  psychics.  Her  grand¬ 
mother  was  a  healer  in  the 
1920s  and  1930s  who  relieved 
symptoms  and  ailments  with  a 
hands-on  approach.  Her 
mother,  a  family  practitioner, 
used  touch  as  a  way  to  relieve 
patient’s  ailments  that  had  no 
scientific  explanation;  and  her 
aunt,  an  internist,  had  dreams 
that  conveyed  information  on 
which  medicines  would  help 
her  patients. 

“Attitudes  are  changing,” 
Orloff  said.  “At  one  time  psy¬ 
chic  abilities  were  some  of  the 
best-kept  secrets.  People  who 
had  them  were  afraid  to  speak 
out.  Today,  there  are  medical 
people  studying  with  me.” 

Orloff  said  20  percent  of 
those  who  are  studying  her 
techniques  are  in  the  medical 
profession  -  nurses,  psychiatr¬ 
ists,  chiropractors. 

“Nurses  are  the  ones  on  the 
front  lines  doing  healing.  It 
was  a  nurse  who  developed

the  therapeutic  touch,”  said 
Orloff.  “You  can’t  discount  psy¬ 
chic  abilities.  Einstein  said, 
‘Intuition  is  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  part  of  knowledge,’  and  he 
was  certainly  a  scientific 
man.” 

Orloff  is  a  board  certified 
psychiatrist,  a  member  of  the 
American  Psychiatric  Associa¬ 
tion  and  a  staff  member  at  four 


Los  Angeles  hospitals.  For  the 
past  decade  she  has  served  as 
a  psychic  researcher  for  the 
Mobius  Group,  an  organization 
working  with  law  enforcement 
agencies  and  insurance  com¬ 
panies  to  solve  crimes. 

Her  book,  published  by 
Warner  Books  Trade  Paper¬ 
back,  is  on  sale  at  local  book 
stores  for  $13.99.

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Walking  miracle 

Woman  battles  deadly  disease

Stress  is  the  greatest  cause  of  disease,  nutrition 
is  the  second.

Joanne  Suhr  Colantuono  is 
a  walking  miracle. 

At  the  age  of  45,  she  has  two 
children,  three  step-children, 
two  grandchildren,  a  thriving 
business,  a  successful  book 
and  a  deadly  disease.  She  has 
systemic  scleroderma,  a  dis¬ 
ease  that  progressively 
hardens  the  skin  and  soft  tis¬ 
sues  while  destroying  the  in¬ 
ternal  organs. ‘Scleroderma 
means  “hard  skin,”  and  over 
time  disfigures  the  face  and 
hands.  This  disease  often 
starts  with  joint  pain,  skin 
tightening  and  trouble  with  di¬ 
gestion.  Hardening  of  these  tis¬ 
sues  occurs  when  the  body 
allows  an  overabundance  of 
collagen  to  be  deposited  there. 
Death  from  scleroderma  is 
caused  by  the  lung  involve¬ 
ment  and  kidney  failure  that 
occur  over  time.  Although  sub¬ 
ject  to  misdiagnosis,  about 
700,000  people  in  the  U.S.  are 
afflicted  with  this  disease, 
making  it  more  common  than 
cystic  fibrosis,  muscular  dys¬ 
trophy  or  multiple  sclerosis. 
There  is  no  medical  cure  for 
scleroderma,  but  Joanne  Suhr 
Colantuono  is  thriving  now  - 
drug  and  pain  free. 

She  discovered  the  use  of 
nutrition  as  a  volatile  weapon 
to  battle  the  disease. 

“Fruits  and  vegetables  are 
God’s  foods,”  she  said. 

She  eats  absolutely  no  red 


meat.  Her  diet  consists  of  fresh 
fruits  and  vegetables,  fertile 
eggs,  whole  wheat  pastas,  tufo 
and  fish  about  every  six  weeks. 
She  began  by  drinking  two 
quarts  of  vegetable  juice  daily. 
After  only  a  few  days,  her  indi¬ 
gestion  vanished  as  did  the 
sores  on  her  hands.  Now,  the 
only  visible  sign  of  her  illness 
is  the  mild  deformities  of  her 
hands. 

“As  soon  as  they  look  at  the 
hands  they  know,”  she  said  of 
those  who  doubt  her  sincerity. 

At  13,  she  felt  the  first  symp¬ 
toms  of  the  disease.  Her  hands 
would  suffer  immensely  from 
the  cold.  Then  pain  moved  to 
her  feet  and  eventually  to  her 
knees.  At  16,  she  was  officially 
diagnosed  with  scleroderma. 

“I  had  pain  all  my  life  as  a 
teenager.” 

Then  a  miracle  occurred.  At 
28,  she  was  given  90  days  to 
live  by  the  Mayo  Clinic.  She 
was  on  43  different  drugs  and 
had  reached  a  breaking  point 
of  pain  and  despair  on  ster¬ 
oids. 

“I  was  tired  of  being  a 
guinea  pig,”  she  said.  That  was 
16  years  ago.  “I  chose  life  in¬ 
stead  of  death,”  she  said  and 
went  out  to  seek  help,  finding 


it  in  nutrition. 

“Stress  is  the  greatest  cause 
of  disease,  nutrition  is  the  sec¬ 
ond,”  she  said. 

She  starts  her  day  with  one 
quart  of  vegetable  juice  and  a 
protein  drink.  She  takes  nearly 
100  vitamin  and  mineral  sup¬ 
plements  daily  as  well. 

Her  anti-drug,  pro-nutrition 
approach  resulted  in  her  be¬ 
ing  “blackballed”  from  the 
United  Scleroderma  Founda¬ 
tion,  Joanne  Suhr  Colantuono 
claims.  She  then  staged  a  one- 
woman  battle  to  defeat  scle¬ 
roderma.  She  wrote  a  book, 
titled  Holiday  from  Death,  star¬ 
ted  a  juice  bar  where  she  hold 
seminars  and  developed  a 
juice  extractor  that  is  sold 
throughout  the  U.S.  and  Can¬ 
ada.  She  is  currently  working 
with  producers  to  develop  an 
informercial  for  her  juice  ex¬ 
tractor,  called  The  Great 
American  Juice  Machine,  as 
well  as  to  spread  the  word  on 
“juicing  it,  versus  eating  it.” 

She  also  plans  on  visiting  40 
cities  a  year  giving  juicing 
seminars  along  with  writing  a 
second  book.  On  June  23,  she 
starts  her  own  live  talk  radio 
show  as  well.

Good 
antipasto  is  as  visually  tempting  as  it 
is  appetizing. 

You  can  make  an  absolutely 
beautiful  and  delicious  presentation 
in  honor  of  the  graduate's 
achievement,  prepared  in  advance 
and  served  in  a  matter  of  minutes. 
Arrange  each  ingredient  on  its  own 
plate  or  platter,  or  make  an  artful 
presentation  on  a  single  serving  tray. 
Antipasto  possibilities  are  almost 
limitless;  here  are  some  of  my 
favorite  elements:  fresh  trimmed 
asparagus  spears:  roasted  peppers 
(canned  or  jarred);  canned  chick  peas 
(garbanzo  beans):  _ 


bocconcini  (small  nuggets  of 
fresh  mozzarella);  cured 
meats  like  prosciutto, 
salami  or  thinly  sliced 
Virginia  ham;  Kalamata 
olives;  marinated 
mushrooms  and  artichoke 
hearts.  Sweet  notes  are  covered 
with  fresh  sliced  cantaloupe  or  fresh 
figs,  but  hold  the  dressing.  Assemble 
these  yourself  or  purchase  pre-made 
trays  from  the  supermarket  or  your 
favorite  deli.  Marinate  or  drizzle 
these  offerings  with  my  balsamic 
vinaigrette  (see  below). 

Make  sure  you  have  baskets 
brimming  with  fresh  Italian  bread, 
and  consider  pairing  the  antipasto 
with  iced  tea,  fresh  lemonade  or  a 
red  Chianti.  By  the  way,  if  any 
toasting  is  to  be  done,  please  raise  a 
glass  for  me. 

BALSAMIC  VINAIGRETTE 

1/4  cup  balsamic  or  cider  vinegar 
2  tablespoons  olive  oil 
1  tablespoon  chopped  fresh  or 
1  teaspoon  dried  basil  leaves 
1/4  teaspoon  paprika 
1/8  teaspoon  salt 
1  clove  garlic,  crushed 

Mix  all  ingredients.  This  recipe 
yields  approximately  1/4  cup 
vinaigrette,  enough  for  four  servings.

On  Thursday,  Tina  Fre¬ 
derick  made  a  trip  from  Ada 
(near  Grand  Rapids)  to  Detroit 
to  pick  up  a  $1,000  regional 
prize  for  the  Prince  Regent 
Torte  she  submitted  to  the 
“Recipe  for  Romance”  dessert 
contest.

She  also  will  present  her  cake 
to  Fabio,  Italian  actor/model, 
who  is  the  spokesman  for  I 
Can’t  Believe  It’s  Not  Butter! 

The  prize  was  awarded  at 
The  Whitney,  Detroit’s  most  ro¬ 
mantic  dining  place,  during  a 
luncheon  attended  by  Fre¬ 
derick  and  her  sister-in-law 
Susan  Schwartzenberger  of 
Ypsilanti. 

Schwartzenberger  earned 
the  honor  of  accompanying  the 
winner  because  she  was  an  of¬ 
ficial  “taste  tester”  of  the  many 
recipes  that  Frederick  tried 
before  coming  up  with  her 
winning  variety.

Regent  Torte,”  said  Schwa¬ 
rtzenberger. 

Frederick’s  husband,  Larry, 
and  sons,  Jacob,  6-1/2,  and 
Ethan,  4-1/2,  also  serve  as  taste 
testers  for  her  recipes,  she 
said. 

“We’re  a  family  that  enjoys 
cooking  and  eating,”  said 
Schwartzenberger,  whose  hus¬ 
band  Bob  is  employed  at  the 
Ford  Rawsonville  Plant.  “Be¬ 
fore  Tina  came  into  the  family, 
we  were  meat-  potatoes-and- 
vegetable  people,  but  Tina 
suggested  that  we  try  some 
hors  d’oeuvres  and  different 
desserts.

Top-gun  Adrian  blasts  Wayne  out  of  regionals

Live  by  the  gun,  die  by  the 
gun,  the  saying  goes. 

Adrian,  which  had  ham¬ 
mered  44  homers  heading  into 
the  regionals,  and  considered 
by  many  as  the  top  gun  in  the 
state,  blasted  Wayne  Memorial 
6-0  on  Saturday  in  the  first- 
round  the  Class  A  regional 
baseball  playoffs  only  to  suc¬ 
cumb  later  that  afternoon  to 
Monroe,  11-6,  in  the  champion¬ 
ship  round  at  Ann  Arbor 
Huron. 

Monroe  advanced  to  the 
state  quarterfinals  played 
Tuesday  at  Omstead.  The  state 
finals  will  be  staged  this  week 


end. 

Adrian  had  whipped  Mon¬ 
roe  three  times  during  the  reg¬ 
ular  season  and  appeared  to 
have  the  Trojans’  number  in 
No.  4  when  suddenly  they  fell 
apart  after  scoring  three  times 
in  the  opening  inning. 

An  eight-run  Monroe  fifth 
did  Adrian  in. 

Monroe,  the  undisputed 
three-time  Mega  Conference 
Red  Division  champs  pulled 
the  biggest  upset  of  the  season 
as  the  Trojans  waltzed  over 
into  the  state  quarterfinals. 

Wayne  coach  Jim  Chronow¬ 
ski,  who  had  his  lineup  intact, 
despite  the  fact  that  the  re¬ 
gional  was  played  on  gradua¬ 
tion  day,  commended  Adrian 


after  their  game  and  labeled 
the  South  Central  defending 
champ  as  “the  best  team  his 
players  faced  this  season,” 
lauded  Adrian  starter  Andrew 
See  as  a  “pitcher  with  excep¬ 
tional  talent.” 

Chronowski  also  went  with 
his  ace,  senior  John  Clenden- 


ing,  in  the  crucial  regional 
showdown.  But  Clendening 
had  problems  immediately  as 
he  lost  Adrian  leadoff  hitter 
Brad  Labadie  to  a  base  on 
balls  after  he  had  worked  him 
to  the  3-2  count. 

Then,  Eric  Russell  sent  La¬ 
badie  to  third  with  a  single  to 


right  center  and  Adrian  had 
runners  on  first  and  third. 

See,  the  next  batter,  helped 
his  own  cause  with  a  big  hit. 
He  got  a  hold  of  Clendening’s 
first  pitch  and  nailed  it  to  the 
313-feet  marker  for  a  three-run 
homer,  and  Adrian  had  a  3-0 
lead  which  never  was  seri¬ 
ously  challenged.

Although  state-ranked  Ad¬ 
rian,  whose  battery  this  season

All  five  hurlers  are  seniors. 

Romulus  coach  Don  Foley 
also  saw  his  senior  backstop 
Mike  Hatfield  selected  on  the 
team.  Hatfield  and  Adrian’s 
all-state  candidate,  Brian 
Jeffrey,  were  the  only  two 
picked  by  the  coaches.

Rumor-mill  at  work 

Is  Mega,  Western  Lakes  talking  merger?

Has  the  Mega  Conference 
created  a  monster  with  an  un¬ 
controllable  appetite  for  di¬ 
gesting  athletic  conferences? 

It  could  be. 

In  September,  the  23-team, 
three-division  (Red,  White  and 
Blue)  conference  will  add  a 
fourth  division,  the  Gold  Divi¬ 
sion.  The  apparent  purpose  for 
the  fourth  tier  is  to  accommo¬ 
date  former  Suburban  Athle¬ 


tic  Conference  affiliates  and 
also  to  find  room  for  Ypsilanti 
High,  which  has  dropped  out 
of  the  defunct  South  Central 
Conference. 

The  rapid  expansion,  and 
the  rumors  of  still  additional 
mergers,  has  raised  the  ire  of 
some  coaches  who  have  ex¬ 
pressed  concern  that  they 
have  problems  identifying 
with  the  volume  of  teams  pres¬ 
ently  in  the  conference  and  be¬ 
lieve  adding  new  teams  will 
only  dilute  fan  and  media  in¬ 


terest  in  the  expanded  confer¬ 
ence. 

“The  expansion  has  cost  us 
our  identity.  That’s  too  big 
price  to  pay,”  said  one  long¬ 
time  coach  who  asked  for  ano¬ 
nymity  because,  he  said,  “I 
could  lose  my  contract  be¬ 
cause  the  administration 
doesn’t  like  coaches  who  criti¬ 
cize  them.” 

But,  that  is  not  all  -  further 
mergers  apparently  are  in  the 
works,  according  to  the  coach. 

Mega  Conference  officials 


may  have  already  sent  out 
“feelers”  to  the  Western  Lakes 
Conference  on  possible 
merger  talks  with  the  12-team, 
two-division  (Western  and 
Lakes)  conference. 

If  such  a  merger  does  be¬ 
come  a  reality,  the  Mega  could 
explode  from  its  present  27- 
team  format  to  nearly  40 
schools,  one  of  the  largest  if 
not  the  largest  high  school  ath¬ 
letic  conference  in  the  state  of

Wayne  Memorial  warmed 
up  to  the  best  day  of  spring 
with  their  best  baseball  per¬ 
formance  of  the  season. 

With  Charlie  Leverenz  fir¬ 
ing  a  four-hitter  and  turning  in 
with  a  perfect  4-for-4  at  the 
plate,  Wayne  ended  Be¬ 
lleville’s  season  8-2  in  a  rain- 
delayed  championship  round 
of  the  Class  A  district  playoffs 
Wednesday  at  Belleville. 

The  final  round,  originally 
scheduled  for  last  Saturday, 
was  postponed  because  of  rain 
and  was  rescheduled  for  Mon¬ 
day.  Inclement  weather 
caused  the  tournament  to  be 
postponed  a  second  time. 

On  Wednesday,  the  weather¬ 
man  turned  up  the  heat  to  the 
mid-70s  and,  under  a  sunlit, 
cloudless  sky,  the  teams  re¬ 
turned  to  the  Belleville  dia¬ 
mond  to  complete  the  playoffs. 

In  the  first  game  of  the  after¬ 
noon,  Belleville  disposed  of 
Taylor  Center,  3-2,  in  its  playoff 
debut.

Who  were  those  guys  run¬ 
ning  up  and  down  the  court  at 
Marshall  Middle  School  with 
officers  from  the  Wayne  Police 
Department?
